To get the interest of $800.00 at 
6 per cent. for I year, 10 months and 24 days, turn to the $800.00 page, which shows 
the amount for I year to be $48.00, for Io months $40.00, for 20 days $2.67, and for 
4 days 53 cents, which together make $91.20,

5°s. An attempt has been made to imitate the fibre paper 
by printing the lines, but this can readily be detected. En- 
graving of head of Jackson and vignette in center of note 
poorly done. 

10°s. There is no PERIOD after the word
